GEN. LAWTON’S RECALL, 


May He Needed at Manila to Assist 
in the Advance Movement. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 17.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
when shown a dispatch announcing the 
recall of Gen. Lawton, Gen. Schwan, 
the acting Adjutant-General, said that 
it was in accordance with the under- 
standing at the War Department as to 
the purpose of Gen. Lawton’s cam- 
paign. 
“Gen. Otis sent this expedition to 
Southern Luzon.” he continued, ‘‘for 
the purpose of destroying any insurgent 
forces that might be found there, to 
make a careful reconnoissance of the 
territory, and to spread broadcast the 
recent proclamation of the Philippine 
commission, setting forth the purposes 
of this government with -respect to the 
islands. I understand that he will clear 
all the prisoners he has taken, and they 
By this 
action it is hoped that he will prove to 
the Filipinos that the Americans are 
not as barbarous as the insurgents 
pretend we are, and that we propose 
to treat the Filipinos humanely.” 

” s Gen. Lawton needed at Ma- 
nila?”’ 
“Gen. Otis has not communicated his 
plans to the department, the matter be- 
ing left entirely to his discretion. The 
insurgent leader has established his 
headquarters at San Fernando, to the 
northwest of Malolos, and I suppose 
Gen. Otis contemplates a movement 
against that city. Gen. Lawton only 
had 1500 men under his command, and 
it was of course impossible for him to 
divide his force by stationing detach- 
ments in every village captured. His 
command will be useful, however, in 
assisting in the advance on Malolos, or 
in reinforcing the line about the city of 
Manila. It is possible that when the 
lake rises, Gen. Otis will resume the 
campaign in the southern part of the 
island.”

LONDON, April 17.—{By Atlantic Ca-

Whatever sentiment we may 
entertain for the rights of the Samoans 
arbitrary law of nature, which pre- 
wents an. incongruous assimilation of 
‘people, will ever be an insurmountable 
‘barrier to peace, progress and civiliza- 
tion as long as. governmental control 
is by the weaker class. 

“The Samoan question, in view of the 
evident intentions of the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany, has les- 
sons to learn in our own course in the 
subjugation of the African and in the 
fate of the Indian. The spread of the 
highest type of civilization, rapidly and 
ruthlessly encroaches upon barbarism, 


superstitition and stupidity. These 
estubborn laws of nature cannot be 
changed, and it is bétter that they 


be recognized at the outset of the work 
that is before the Samoan commission, 
and that the instructions of the na- 
tions represented thereon be given ac- 
cordingly. 

“In the pending diplomacy on this 
question, the United States with grace 
and fairness, can take the initiative, 
as she did several years ago in the 
treaty arranged with Malietoa. Eng- 
land and Germany then lost no time 
in following our example, and in se- 
curing the same recognition accorded 
to. us. 

“The immediate purpose of the three 
nations is to secure permanent coaling 
stations upon the island. Once es- 
tablished, however, the stations can- 
not beé-peaceably maintained under the 
existing condition of the natives. Un- 
til completely subjected to the control 
of the whites, these savages will be 
a constant menace, and bloodshed will 
follow. 

“I am thoroughly impressed with the 
importance of partition, as I believe 

that the immediate division of the isl- 
and will bring about the speedy solu- 
tion of a trouble that may terminate 
gradually with the practical extermina- 
tion of the Samoan race. The United 
States should have a coaling station 
at Pago; and then with the longe- 
desired cablé in the Pacific reaching 
to Honolulu. and to Sydney, giving 
communication with the home govern- 
ments, there will be little to interfere 
with the spread of civilization on the 
Samoan Islands.

Expert Goldsmith Relates What He 
Found the “Red Rook” to 
Show Abont It. 


STATE MONEYS WERE USED. 


IMPORTANT RULINGS SECURED BY 
DEFENDANT'S COUNSEL. 


Prosecution Must Show ai Specific 
Conspiracy—This Brings in the 
Statute of Limitations—Jary 
Must Decide.

This was -objected to by the defense 
on the ground that such a paper is not 
testimony. It was insisted that the 
books themselves should be placed be- 
fore the witness, and his Statements 
uttered from what he Saw entered in 
them.

CROKER WON'T TELL. 


REFUSES TO ANSWER QUERIES 
AS TO BOND STOCK. 
Mazet Investigating Committee Will 
Probably Report Him to the 
Albany Assembly. 


MAY BE PROCEEDED AGAINST. 


BUTTNER GIVES SOME SENSA. 
TIONAL TESTIMONY, TOO. 


Resolutions Offered at a Conference 
Held Previous to the Meeting 
not Adopted—Adjourned 
Till Friday. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, April 17.—In the ses- 
sion of the Mazet Legislative Investi- 
gation Committee today Richard 
Croker was again the princapal object 
of Moss’s examination, and the most 
important development was the proba- 
bility that the Tammany chieftain and 
John F. Carroll will be the subject of 
contempt proceedings before the State 
Legislature shall adjourn. 

An adjournment of the committee was 
taken this afternoon until next Fri- 
day morning, and Croker was. sub- 
poenaed to reappear before the session 
next Monday morning. By the initia- 
tive of Moss, many of whose ques- 
tions Croker repeatedly refused to an- 
swer, and with whom he had several: 
Sallies that came near being personal, 
the chairman of the committee took 
such action as would leave Croker in. 
technical contempt. It was stated to- 
night that when Mr. Fellows of the 
committee left this merning for Albany 
he had instructions to prepare papers 
adjudging Croker and Carroll in con- 


tempt. 
When the committee began its in- 
quiry this morning, about the first 


thing brought up was a resort known 
as the ‘Broadway Garden,’ which had 
flourished in the upper Broadway dis- 
trict for some time. In this place the 
alleged robbery of former Mayor of 
Trenton, Frank MacGowan, took place. 
Simon Buttner, the former proprietor 
of the garden, made some startling 
charges against Police Captain Price, 
and his waiters corroborated in part 
his testimony. 

Assemblyman Hoffman offered a res- 
olution to have certain prominent. men 
summoned before the committee, be- 
cause of a rumor that a certain law 
firm, “by and with the assistance of 
other persons, by corrupt methods se- 
cured the passage through the Assem- 
bly” of the Astoria gas franchise, the 
real purpose of which was to enable 
the Consolidated Gas Company to force 
a consolidation of all the gas interests 
in the city, to the end that the sup- 
ply of gas might ‘be controlled and the } 
price regulated by the so-called con- 
solidation.”’ 

Hoffman wanted to subpoena the 
law firm of Tracy, Boardman & Platt; 
Elihu Root, the incorporators of the 
Astoria Heat, Light and Power; 
Thomas C. Platt, Benjamin O’Dell, 
Lemuel Ely Quigg and John D. Crim- 
mins. The resolution was defeated, 
however, five Republicans opposing it 
and two Democrats favoring it. 


ADDITIONAL TESTIMONY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, April 17.—Buttner tes- 
tifled that Price told him he would 
have to pay him $100 a month to in- 
sure the protection of the resort which 
he started, and that if anybody was 
robbed he (Price) was to get half. 

“And I have done business with him 
for quite a while,” said Buttner. 

Buttner testified that it was in 1890- 
91 he paid the money to the police. At 
that time, Buttner said, he was simply 
running an ordinary saloon. Buttner 
said his Broadway garden had been 
frequently examined by the police 
officers, and declared to be all right. 
Everything had gone well until Capt. 
Price came to the precinct. Then Butt- 
ner said it was a case of ‘Shands up.” 
Buttner swore that the first thing 
Price did was to threaten to close the 
Broadway garden unless he received 
$150 and half of any robbery that was 
accomplished in it. He objected, and 
told Price he was running a straight- 
forward game, and letting out no 
rcoms, but, according to the witness, 
Price declared: “I don’t eare a damn 
if you let out a hundred rooms a night. 
I want $150 a month.” 

Buttner asserted that he had known 
of more than a hundred cases in which 
the police had made women share with 
them money they had stolen from 
men. He swore, on one occasion, a 
woman robbed a man of $3500 and gave 
the whole amount to the ward man. 
The robbed man complained to Capt. 
Price, and, said Buttner: “This mis- 
fortune happened these’ people 
(Price and the complainant.) | They 
met the girl on the street and they had 
to arrest her. She said: ‘I gave the 
ward man the wad of $3500.’ After 
she told them that, they returned the 
$3500 and let the girl go.” 

Richard Croker was then called. Moss 
asked him if contributions were made 
by the judicial candidates last year. 
Croker could rot tell the amount. The 
Tammany leader and Moss had a little 


tilt-as-to-whether.Croker had said that. 


the ‘city was not ‘“‘wide open.” Croker 
had never heard that the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, or persons 
interested in it had contributed $75,000 
to Tammany Hal! during the last elec- 
tion.

PRESIDIO MELEE RINGLEADERS 
ARE PROBABLY EKENOWN. 

Soldiers are not Disposed to Tell, 


but Searching Investigation 
is Beimg Made. : 


CAMPAIGN STORY THE’ CAUSE. 


ONE PRIVATE CALLED KING A LIAR 
AND GOT PUNCHED. 


News from the Hawaiian Islands—A 
Fresno Company to Re-enlist. 
Miner Crushed to Death. 
Klondike Prospects. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO. April 17.—There 
Were no new developments today in the 
trouble which occurred at the Presidio 
reservation last night. Every effort 
is being made to ascertain the real cul- 
prits in the riotous proceedings, and 
nearly two hundred men, mostly re- 
cruits, are under arrest pending further 
investigation. The timely arrival of 
Lieut. Harris, sith a squad of soldiers 
and a number of policemen, doubtless 
prevented more serious disturbance, 
possibly murder. 


The trouble, so far as can be ascer-. 


tained, started in the saloon of Adolph 
Rehfeld, when several soldiers wl~ had 
gathered there, commenced a discus- 
sion of the Cuban campaign. One of 
the soldiers, Charles L. King, claimed 
to have been in the Cuban campaign, 
and on being questioned, became badly 
mixed up in his story, and one of the 


. jnterrogators called him a liar, and was 


punched for his remark. This started 
@ general fight, in which the man who 
represented himself as being a re- 
turned’ soldier from Cuba received a 
terrible drubbing. He was eompelled 
to go to the hospital, and it was soon 
noised about that he was dead. 

His comrades gathered in excited 


’ groups and determined to wreak re- 


venge on the establishment of Reh- 
feld ran for assistance. The officer 
armed with cobblestones and clubs. A 
well-directed stone crashed through the 
thin walls of the saloon and nearly 
struck Rehfeld, who rushed from the 
place only to be met by a shower of 
missiles. Sighting «a policeman, Reh- 
feld ran for his assistance. The officer 
hurried to the scene, and tried to dis- 
perse the soldiers, who by this time had 
been worked into a fury. 

_ The soldiers commenced an assault on 
the peace officer and he was soon dis- | 
abled, and had to be carried to a near- 
by house. More policemen arrived, and 
order was temporarily restored, and 


word was sent to the Presidio for aid. 


The lieutenant ordered the “call to 
amrs,’’.and Co. B, of the Fourth Cav- 
alry, and Co. L, of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry responded. In the mean time 
the riot had “broken out again, and 
when soldiers under Lieut. Harris ar- 
rived on the scene, they found the 


~~Building occupied by Rehfeld’s saloon, 


his brother’s barber shop, and the tailor 
shop of A. Goldberg, in flames. 

The soldiers were inviting the police 
“to enter a contest of arms, and pande- 
- monium reigned. Lieut. Harris ordered 
his men to surround the belligerents, 
and in a few minutes they were all un- 
der arrest, and were taken to the Pre- 
sidio guardhouse, where an investiga- 
tion was immediately commenced. Sol- 
diers were not disposed to name the 
ringleaders, and further investigation 
was deferred until today. 

Later in the day the inveStigating of- 
ficers -discovered the culprits, who so 
unmercifully beat King.° They are 
known as Clark, ‘‘Shorty” and Miller. 
So far all efforts to discover the per- 
petrators of the incendiarism have been 
unavailing. Over 190 men have been 


examined, but very little information 


has been obtained so far. The saloon 
keeper, Adolph Rehfeld, his broth 
and Goldberg, the tailor, have been 
summoned to appear before the board 
of inquiry. Rehfeld, the saloon man, 
feels certain that he can identify the 
ringleaders, but is afraid to do so, for 
fear that the soldiers will do him some 
bodily injury. He has been assured of 
protection, and is now looked upon to 
make some startling disclosures. 

The saloon man, the barber and the 
tailor, whose shops were destroyed by 
the fire, will take immediate steps to 
get compensation for their losses. 

CIVIL TRIAL FIRST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] .. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—The 
xovernment officers have not yet taken 
official cognizance of the breach of 
discipline committed by the soldiers 
who burned Rehfold’s saloon near the 
Presidio on Sunday night. Their pres- 
ent purpose is merely to assist the 
civil authorities in the effort to locate 
and arrest the persons guilty of arson. 


. When these men are found they will 


be turned over to the police and made 
to answer for their crime in the civil 
courts, Afterward they will be ordered 
_to appear before a military tribunal, 
“with the assured prospect of d shon- 
-orable discharge and imprisonment. 
Adit.-Gen. Babcock says: “Every 
effort is being made to find the men 


severely punished. For damage done 
outside of the Presidio, or for the com- 
mission of illegal acts off the reserva- 
tion, the participants in Sunday night’s 
disturbance are subject ta the civil 
authorities.” 


TERRITORY OF HAWAII. 


It Has an Oath That Conflicts With 


the American. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—The 

lowing advices from Honolulu, un- 
der date of April 11, were received to- 
night by the steamship Coptic: 

“HONOLULU, April 11.—Henry 
Smith, chief clerk of the Supreme 
Court, has addressed a note to the 
Board of Registration, giving it as his 
opinion that the constitutional oath of 
the Republic of Hawaii is absolute, and 
that persons applying for registration 
for the September election cannot be 
required to take it in its~present form. 
Hawaii's Constitution expressly pro- 
vides that no person can become an 
Officeholder, an elector or a juror until 
he has taken the 1894 oath to support 
the Republic of Hawaii. The require- 
ment does not mention the United 
States in any way 

“Immediately the flag-rais- 
ing last August, all the government 
and military officials took an oath pre- 
pared by the Judiciary Department un- 
der the direction of the Supreme Court 
judges, prescribing allegiance to the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States and of the Hawalian Islands. 
Mr. Smith says: ‘We have admin- 
istered that oath and none other since 
the flag went up last August. The 
Constitution of the United States pre- 
scribes that officials and voters must 
take the oath to the United States. The 
two constitutions conflict, and _ the 
American must prevail.’

From tne 
tenor of her last letters, it is not 
thought that she will at this time, 
though it is not now known what influ- 
ence the news of Princess Kaiulani’s 
death may have on her plans. 

“The Italian cruiser Piemonte ar- 
rived April: 10 on her way to China. 
She has been cruising around South 
America, visiting nearly all the — 
cipal ports on both coasts. 

“The transport Cleveland and the 
City of Puebla both sailed for Manila 
on the 6th. The Puebla reported, 
twenty deserters, principally from the 
engineers’ department. The transport 
Zealandia arrived from San Francisco 
on the 6th and sailed three days later. 

“Just previous to the departure of 
the Coptic, it is learned that the ex- 
ecutive department of the Hawailan 
government has decided to abolish the 
contract-labor law. It is understood 
the word came from Washington to do 
away with the law. The immediate 
cause of the nullification of the con- 
tract-labor law is the fact that such a 
large number of plantations have been 
started within the past two months. It 
would require at least 10,000 additional 
Japanese for the new enterprise. This 
number, with the men already here, 
would practically flood the country. 

“The contractors for the deeping of 
the entrance to Honolulu Harbor have 
arrived here. A big dredger, with 
pontoons and scows, is now on its way 
out from the east. By Mav 15 all the 
machinery will be here. The govern- 
4 will expend about $300,000 in the 
work.’ 


CHINA’S NEW OPENING: 


Will Invite Everybody in to Get 
Ahead of Italy.

GREEN BANNER UNFURLED. 


Mohammedans In Kan-Su 
Province Revolt. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) April 17.—Late 
Chinese papers say news comes from 
Lan-Chou, capital of Kan-Su province, 
that the Mohammedan communities to 
the northwest of the city—known as the 
Salah Mussulmans, the most savage 
and bigoted of that faith in the Chi- 
nese dominions, have rebelled. The 
green sacred banner of the prophet has 
been unfurled by their Akhoon, or 
chief, Mullah, and the word passed to 
all the Mohammedan townships in 
Kan-Su, Shen-Si and Chinese Turkes- 
tan to wage war to the knife upon the 
Buddhist unbelievers. A telegram from 
Gov. Jao of Chinese Turkestan, whose 
capital is Urmsti, has also been re- 
ceived at Peking, reporting considera- 
ble unrest among the Tunganis (Chi- 
nese Mohammedans) and Tarantchis in 
Kuldja and Turkish in Kashgaria. 

A later dispatch from Viceroy Tao of 
Kan-Su has been received at Peking 
reporting the massacre of over thirty 
Chinese Buddhists by rebel Salah Mo- 
hammedans. A general conflagration is

A HORRIBLE CORPSE. 


Crushed and Partly-dismembered 
Body Found at Oakland,

the crushed and partly dismembered 
body of an elderly man was taken this 
afternoon by the morgue officials An

United States steamer Nero has come 
down from Mare Island.and is taking 
in coal preparatory to her departure 
for Honolulu at the end of this week. 
The Nero has been entirely refitted 
and prepared for the work in which 
she is to engage, the exploration and 
survey of a route for a submarine 
cable from Honolulu to Manila. 

The route between San Francisco 
and Honolulu having been thoroughly 
surveyed, the Nero will begin at 
Honolulu and make soundings from 
there to the island of Luzon, or Mid- 
way Island, and Gaum, .No soundings 
have ever been made over this part of 
the Pacific.

LONDON FLATS AFIRE. 


HYDE PARK COURT GUTTED IN 
THE UPPER STORIES. 


Defective Equipment of the Fire 
Brigade Again Apparent—Es- 
capes Afforded No Escape, 
Lucky Inmates. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, April 17.—[By Atlantic Ca-. 
ble.} The British metropolis nar- 
rowly escaped a calamity today which 
might have rivaled the horrors wit- 
nessed at the destruction by fire re- 
cently of the Windsor Hotel in New 
York City. 

Hyde Park Court, Albertgate, one of 


| the finest and most fashionable blocks 


of residential flats, overlooking the fa- 
mous “‘Rotton Row,” caught fire this 
morning. The building, which is eleven 
stories high, was built by the noto- 
rious Jabez Spencer Balfour, the for- 
mer member of Parliament who was 
responsible for the collapse of the Lib- 
erator Building Association and other 
companies, by which thousands of. peo- 
ple were ruined, and who is now under- 
going a sentence of fourteen years’ 
penal servitude as a result of his con- 
viction on charges of fraud. 

The building practically adjoins the 
house occupied by Sir Herbert Naylor- 
Leyland, Bart, Liberal member of Par- 
liament for the Southport division of 
Lancashire, whose wife was Miss An- 
nie Chamberlain of Cleveland, O. The 
fire broke out in the lower part. of the 
building and spread up the elevator 
shaft with great rapidity. The flames 
enveloped the upper stories before their 
occupants were aware of the dafigér. — 
When the alarm was raised the,af- 
frighted servants dropped from the top 
windows to a veranda on the ninth 
story. The defective arrangements of 
the London fire brigade: were again 
demonstrated, and even when the fire’ 
escapes reached the scene, they were 
too short to reach the people in the. 
upper stories, who onty escaped with 
the greatest difficulty, while the resi- 
dents of the lower stories streamed out 
of the building carrying what they 
could of their belongings. The flames 
were not under. control until 1 o'clock, 
when the upper part of the structure 
was gutted. 

It is considered lucky that the fire 
occurred in daylight, as otherwise it 
would have resulted in loss of life. All 
the floors’-were supposed to: be fire- 
proof. The investigation into the causé 
of the fire shows it to have been due to 
the overheating of an electric wire. 
Several of the occupants of the build- 
ing escaped In their night clothes. 

A whole army of firemen, under Com-. 
mander Wells, was engaged in-subdu-. 
ing the flames. During the conflagra- 
tion the windows of the French Em- 
bassy, which overlooked the scene, were 
crowded, and an immense 66 necourse of 
people watched the fire from the’ 
Streets. The property destroyed §in- | 
cluded a quantity of jewelry. 


Mail-pouch Robbers Arrested. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—The police 
have in custody two alleged robbers 
of mail pouches, said to be notorious. 
The last crime charged to the men is 
the theft of a registered mail pouch 
at Buffalo early this month. The 
men give their names as Albert F. 
Bell of London, Canada, and Frank H. 
Smith of Chieago. In their trunks was 
found the full uniform of a letter-car- 
rier, and the proceeds of a mail-pouch 
robbery =. at Buffalo. Checks and 
drafts to the amount of $10,000 were 
also found. The police say that Bell 
was also once‘arrested in Kansas City 
for a mail-pouch robbery and served 
three years. Smith is said to have 
“done time’ in Missouri. 

Smith and Bell were held in $5000.

LICK AT OUR BEEF. ~ 


In a Speech in the German Reichs- 
tag He Claims That American 
Packers Have not Scrupled to 
‘Polson American Soldiers and 
Hence Would Poison Germans, 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] ~ 
BERLIN, April 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Reichstag, today began tne 
consideration of the Meat Inspection 
Bil! with a small attendance. Surprise 
was expressed at the fact that the Min- 
ister of the Interior, Count Pasadow- 
sky-Wehner, who alone represented thé 
government, contrary to custom, did 
not make an introductory speech. 
Herr Goistenberger (Centrist,) who 
}opened, the debate, opposed the bill on 
the grdund that it did not meet the re- 
quiréments of the case. The govern- 
ment, he said, ought not to be over- 
influenced by the fear of reprisals, ad- 
ding that If German meats could not be 
treated on an equal! footing with for- 
eign imports, the. latter should be ex- 
cluded. He then moved to refer the 
bill to a committee. | 
Count von Klanickewstroem (Con- 
servative) also contended that foreign 
meats should be subjected to the same 
conditions as German meats, adding 
that his party absolutely demanded an 
inspection of home and foreign meats. 
It was impossible, the speaker claimed, 
to give the Bundesrath full power to 
entirely exempt American firms from 
the regulations, and he asked the gov- 


that no concessions to foreign meats 
were contemplated. The statements of 
the Count were applauded by the Agra- 
rians, especially when he declared that 
in this question Agrarian interests in 
the east, west and south were identical. 

When he quoted American papers in 
support of his contention that Ameri- 
can packers had not scrupled to poison 
the American army, and _ therefore 
would have much less scruples in pois- 
oning Germans, there was much ap- 
plause, even from the galleries. 

The impression prevails that the 
Reichstag bill, in its present shape, will 
not prove acceptable, as it is looked 
upon as favoring foreigners. The bill 
will be debated tomorrow, and then go 
to the committee, where the real fight 
will begin. It is questionable whether 
the government will accept the bill, if 
not greatly amended. 

The German Agricultural Council to- 
day presented a petition. to the gov- 
ernment, pointing out several of the 
articles of the bill which were injurious 
to the interests of the agriculturists, 
and demanding their withdrawal. 

HOME-KILLED MEATS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

BERLIN, April 17.—Count Posadow- 
sky-Wehner today excused the absence 
of the usual introductory speech, by 
saying the views of the government 
were set forth in the order of the day 
and the Ministers, he added, were un- 
‘der no obligations to defend: against 
attacks a bill which was a hygienic, 
veterinary and police measure, _in- 
tended to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease, and the government, he pointed 
out, undoubtedly possessed the right to 
apply to foreign meat any control ex- 
ercised over the home product, as 
within the domain of internal admin- 
istration they were masters in their 
own house. The Minister of the Inte- 
rior also said he was surprised that 
the provision for the compulsory in- 
spection of home-killed animals had 
been attacked by the Agrarians. . 

Finally, the Minister said, the Prus- 
sian government had not found the ex- 
isting regulations adequate, and, there- 
fore, had applied to the imperial gov- 
ernment and fully approved the bill. 
Moreover, the government reserved the 
right of extending the more stringent 
— to foreign countries at any 

me. 

After further discussion for and 
against the inspection of home-killed 
meat and demanding the same treat- 
ment for foreign as for home meats, 
.Count Posadowsky-Wehner said the 
lower house of the Prussian Diet was 
unanimously of the opinion that the 
‘inspection should be extended to home- 
killed meat, as obligatory inspection 
had notably improved German: meats. 
He 4lso said the control of the importa- 
tion of meat would be thoroughly ade- 
quate and would exclude unfair foreign 
competition. The House then '§ ad- 
journed. 

NEEDED VEGETABLE FIXINGS.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—After de- 
voting the forenoon to a practical ex- 
amination of the beef supplied to the 
army in cans, the Wade court of in- 
quiry recalled Prof. Atwater at 2 
o'clock, and he held the witness-stand 
during the‘ greater part of the after- 
noon, He expressed the opinion that.

LONDON FINANCES, 


Method Employed by England’s 
Chancellor of Exchequer, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.| 


YORK, April 17.—The Times 
London financial correspondent cables: 
“We got over the Stock Exchange 
settlement more easily than was ex- 
pected, and the immediate prospect is 
that credit will remain cofhparative- 
ly cheap because the foreign exchanges 
are more in our favor and the Bank 
of England is collecting a little gold. 
Trade, however, is employing much 
more credit than it did and the coun- 
try banks say they have not in years 
experienced such heavy demands from 
the provincial branches. Some five mil- 
lion pounds were dispersed over the 
country during Eastertide, mainly for 
holiday purposes, and usually this 
money filters back within a few weeks. 
This year hardly any will return, and 


away gold to cover their increased new 
circulation, almost a month earlier 
than usual. 

“All this is against great cheapness 
of credit and also against an increase 
of stock speculation. People are find- 
ing employrment for their means in} 
commerce and: manufactures, and will 
not return to the stock markets in 
large numbers until they have made 
money in their business. This explains 
why stagnation prevails in every de- 


erybody there declares that there is 
nothing doing, which means at pres- 
ent that a business of six ordinary days 
is not being done in two or three. We 
have no tremendous rushes of specu- 
lation, but only the quiet jobbing and 
small peddling that just keeps things 
going. In the main, trading in se- 
curities must be enormous, for the 
Stock Exchange now contains 4227 
members and .2071 clerks. Were the 
average gross income of each of these 
only £400 a year, and that is a 
very moderate estimate, it would im- 
ply an aggregate income of £27,000,000 
per annum from cOmmissions 
and jobbers’ profits. Dullness, there- 
fore, can only be relative. Still we are 
not doing the large and exciting busi- 
ness of two months ago, and are not 
likely to do it for some time to 
come. 

“The most interesting event of this 
week is the government budget. You 
know we are leading the nations of Eu- 
rope in the fashion of enormous naval 
and military expenditure, which one 
party in the States calls wasteful and 
provocative of strife, and the other pre- 
cautionary. But what may interest 
you is the manner in which the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer dodged the ne- 
cessity of imposing more taxes. For 
the current year ending March 31, next 
he requires £113,000,000 for imperial 
purposes and the revenue for the past 
year was £108;336,000. So on the. basis 
of existing .taxation; the prospective 
deficit is about £4,500,000. He knocks 
off £2,000,000 of this by suspending ‘part 
of the debt: sinking fund, and another. 
£900,000 he. loeks.for from some small 
inereases in taxation.’.:'The rest he ex- 
pects to make good by the natural 
increase of the revenue, so he will, 
Jeoome out at the year’s end with a 
small surplus. | 

“These figures relate to imperial 
expenditure alone, but we give between 
nine and ten millions now in grants 
of aid to the municipal and county 
spending authorities, so the total reve- 
nue to be raised this year approaches 
£120,000,000, an amount wholly unpre- 
cedented in our annals. How long the 
nation can go on carrying this burden 
without grumbling no man can say, 
but it is a burden so artfully im

Leroy on being questioned confessed 
that he had just come from the Odell 
residence when Miss Jones spotted him.

SWITCHMAN BEHEADED. 


FATAL ACCIDENT IN SOLTHERN PA- 
CIFIC YARDS LAST NIGHT. 


Ivy Albertson Run Over by a Section 
of a Freight Train and Instaatly 
Killed—Head Cut Off and Body 
Horribly Mangled. 


Ivy Albertson, a Southern Pacific 
switchman, was beheaded and other- 
wise mangled in the yards at River 
Station at about 9 o'clock last even- 
ing. 

Albertson was anew man in the em- 
ploy of the Southern Pacific, although a 
railroader of some years’ experience. 
Unfamiliarity with the yards and his 
new duties was probably the indirect 
cause of his death. 

The accident happened in the upper 
part of the yards where Albertson 
was assisting in cutting and switch- 
ing a train of freight cars. .While in 
the pertormance of his duties he 
stepped off one track to get out of 
the way of one section of a cut train, 
only to be run over by a fying section 
of the same train on another track. 
Several trainmen saw him take the 
fatal stép, but the cars were upon him 
before they had time to shout a warn- 
ing. 

Three box cars passed over Alder- 
son’s body. His head was cut off as 
smoothly as by a guillotine, and rolled 
along the track for a distance of 
twenty feet. His left arm was severed 
just below the shoulder, and his right 
foot was also cut off. His left tvot 
was crushed, and the body was marked 
with various cuts and contusions. 
Death, in all probability, was instan- 
taneous. 

As soon as the yardmaster learned 
of the accident he telephoned the news 
to the Coroner. Dr. Holland in turn 
telephoned Undertaker Garrett to take 
charge of the body. The remains were 
gathered up and taken to Garrett & 
Co.’s morgue, where an inquest will 
be held today. 

Albertson was about 30 years old and 
had a wife and two children. None 
of the company’s employés knew where 
to find Albertson's family last night, 
as he had not yet got settled down and 
registered his residence in the yard- 
master’s office, as is customary with 
all yard employés. The bereaved wife 
will, therefore, not learn .of her mis- 
fortune before the news is broken to 
her this morning. — 

Albertson was a Mason and belonged 
to several other fraternities. His 
lodge brethern will probably take 
charge of his funeral.

Ample Accommodations for All—H.E,

The question of handling the crowds 
who will visit San Pedro on Wednes- 
day of next week is now engaging the 
attention of the two railroads which 
reach that point.

boy who is competent to pass an exami- 
nation in the A, B, € of physics. So 
confident am I that the process is of 
a simplicity to be understood by anyone 
versed in. elementary physics that I 
will wager that I can with a short lee- 
ture carry with me a majority of the 
Class in physics at our High School. 
The time for theoretical proof is 
rapidly waning as Mr. Tripler’s practi- 
cal proof in tne shane of a successful 
surplusage machine | have hardly any 
doubt will be on public exhibition 
Within six months, and prob-'| 
ably within six weeks.

It is altogether de- 
sirable that a thorough test of all the 
more promising machines should be 
made as early as possible, with a view 
to the general adoption of the method 
of voting by machinery, if, after such 
thorough test, that method. be demon- 
strated to be beyond all doubt superior 
to the method at present in use. The

the Ellis machine was tested, joined 
unanimously in the following report, 
which furnishes its own explanation: 

“To the Honorable the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Alameda— 
Gentlemen: The Ellis voting machine, 
which was given atrial during the 
city election in the second precinct, 
proved a success in every particular, 
and we believe that nothing better 
could be devised for successful me- 
chanical voting. The average time oc- 
cupied by each voter was less.-than 
sixty seconds, and, in our opinion, it 
will be a simple matter for five hun- 
dred voters to cast their votes upon 
the machine in one day, while fraud 
is impossible. 

“At the close of the polls the full re- 
turns, showing not only the total vote 
cast, but each individuai vote, were 
taken automatically from the machine 
in less than one minute and appeared 
plainly printed upon the official sheet; 
while the regular election board was 
occupied several hours in compiling 
the vote upon the final tally sheets. 

“As fur as could be seen the working 
of the machine was faultless, not a 
flaw of any kind being developed, 
while the’satisfattion was general, not 
a voter finding fault, but all express- 
ing themselves as greatly pleased and 
astonished,”

LINGUISTIC DIFFICULTIES OF PUMP- 
ING A FILIPINO. 


Mt. Patvick’s Day Incident in the: 
> 


Island of Luzon—Four Persons 
and Three Languages Involved 
in an Interview—Soldiers With- 
out Guns. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

MANILA (Luzon,) March 19, 1899.— 
Here is one of the many curious in- 
cidents and features of. the present 


‘conflict between the Filipino rebels and 


the United States troops in front of 
Manila. I have the ineident fresh 
from the field: 

During a hot skirmish on the 17th of 


March between some of the outposts. 


on the left of our line near Caloosen, 
composed of the First Brigade of Mac- 
Arthur’s Second Division, commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis, a Filipino 
soldier was taken prisoner and brought 
in. He was taken before Gen. Otis and 
carefully “pumped” with a view of 
extracting from him information rela- 
tive to the position, strength and tem- 
per of the rebel line in front. It was 
found, however, that he was unable to 
speak Spanish, and this increased the 
difficulty of communication. To over- 


come the difficulty, however, an inter- 


preter was sent for who could talk 
Spanish, and another—a Chinaman— 
was brought into the combination who 
could speak both the Tagalog tongue 
and the Spanish. The first interpre- 
ter, curiously enough, was a Hawaiian 
and an ex-soldier of the little island 
State, who is now a member of the 
Tenth Pennsylvania Infantry, and who, 
as before stated, talks both Spanish 
and “United States.’’ Gen. Otis put 
his questions in English to this in- 
terpreter, who converted them into 
Spanish and then put them to the 
Chinaman, who threw them into Tag- 
alog, and in that shape fired them at 
the Filipino prisoner. His .responses 
were made in Tagalog, converted by 
the Chinese interpreter into Spanish, 
then given to the Hawaiian, and, after 
verification, found their way to Gen. 
Otis in English. Thus here were four 
persons and three languages brought 
into play in order to “get action” on 
the necessary war inquiries, | 
The prisoner, who was very hungry, 
was not unwilling to talk or to eat 
American rations; but being offered a 
glass of wine, he drew the line there, 
evidently suspecting that the stuff 
might be doctored. He said he be- 
longed to the Battalion Tarlok, at 
that moment in line of battle in the 
forest about 1500 yards in front of 
blockhouse No. 4, the salient of the 
American line in that direction. The 
prisoner was asked a number of point- 
ed questions, to which he replied frank- 
ly and apparently without seeking to 
withhold anything he knew. He said 
many of the “poor Filipino” soldiers 
were dissatisfied because they received 
no pay and slim rations; that there 


‘Were then about 4000 troops on the im- 


mediate northerly front; that only 
about 2000 of them were armed; that 
they had three guns on their right 
at the village of Polo and some moun- 
tain guns on their left in he vicin- 
ity of San Juan del Monte; that there 
was a battery or batteries of _artillery- 
men among the troops, but without 
guns; that there had been many de- 
sertions from the Filipino army; that 
there were 10,000 soldiers at and about 
Malolos, and the talk in the rebel 
camps was that these soldiers were 
intending to-eome down and capture 
Manila in twenty-five days; that “Gen. 
Emilio’? was there, and also Gen. “Pan- 
taloon” Garcia. 

This soldier earried no rifle, but was 
in company with one who did, and 
who was killed and his rifle captured 
by our skirmisfhers. The prisoner ap- 
parently did not seek to escape, which 
he might have done by the industrious 
use of his legs, because’ he was near 
cover at the time; he evidently pre- 
ferred to be made a prisoner, not hav- 
ing the fear of cruel treatment before 
his eyes—a belief that was subsequent- 
ly confirmed by the action of his 
American captors, 

He was a well-built, Sturdy little 
native peasant, wearing the customary 
blue-cheeked uniform of the Filipino 
army, but without any shoes. He wore 
two hats of broad-brimmed straw, 
turned up behind (like the old farmer 
who has money to loan or hogs to sell,) 
one of which (the hats, not the hogs) 
he displayed with a good dead of pride 
as having been riddled with bullets. He 
had simply carried off the hat of his 
deceased companion, who fell on the 
skirmish line. J. M. M

An electric cab company is being or- 
ganized for Chicago, and Whitney’s 
name had been connected with this 
enterprise as one which would also he 
controlled by the corporation afore- 
said. The representative previously 
quoted declared that all Whitney had 
toa do with such an enterprise was 
the furnishing of the batteries 
through the parent company in this 
industry, the Electric Storage Battery 
Company of Philadelphia, in Which he 
is interested. 

Charles Yerkes did not deny 
‘when questioned last night, that Elkins 
and Widener had bid for his street 
railway interests, but would not dis- 
cuss it. The Rockefellers were men- 
tioned in connection with the street 
railwav trust aforesaid. John D.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


A Patron’s Views Upon an Impor- 
tant Question. ' 
There are superintendents and su- 
perintendents, and the gentleman who 
writes ventures upon an explanation 
as to the differences’ in them. 
The question of the public schools 
and the conduct of their affairs is one 


in America, and temperate and well- 
considered comments thereupon are al- 
ways in order. The following communi- 
cation will therefore be found of gen- 
eral interest: 

To the Bditor of The Times: The 
dissatisfaction among the _ teachers 
about the conduct of the late city in- 
stitute has brought to the surface the 
question of the management of our city 
schools. As the time approaches for 
selecting a superintendent for four 
years, this question is.one which 
not only 
the Board of Eudcation, but the pub- 
lic in general. ‘Therefore, I--deem_ it 
not out of place for me to give the 
public the benefit of gome of my obser- 
vations on this subject. 

Generally speaking, I have found 
that superintendents may be divided 
into two great classes, which may be 
called first clerical superintendents and 
second the enes who are leaders. I! 
am sorry to say that the majority of 
superintendents fell into the first class, 
whereas they should be leaders. Let 
us each class of superfntend- 
ents. 

The clerical superintendent fails to 
see that he is responsible for the edu- 
cation of the school children of his city. 
Instead he devotes his time to com- 


méthods of transfers and the keeping 
of registers. He seeks to reduce the 
school business to such a system that 
all matters must pass through dis 
hands. As a result he is lost in de- 


matters. He spends hours in settling 
disputes between parents and teachers 
which ought never to have had his at- 
tention, but which should be settled at 
the school building. He is so occupied 
in this way that he has no time left 
for reading or study that he may be 
abreast with school affairs in the rap- 
idly changing methods of our day, He 
is thus not able to distinguish between 
the obsolete and the modern, or that 
which is real and practical from that 
which is showy and nonessential. Not 
being posted in the principles of educa- 
tion and modern thought he is of but 
little help, and his opinion is of but 
slight value to the teachers. A super- 
intendent who is thus engrossed in de- 
tails can rarely take in the whole 


school matters is generally defective. 

On the other hand we have had in 
this country a few superintendents 
who have conceived their real problem 


ucation of every child in the city. In 
order to accomplish this they have been 
close students of educational problems. 
They have felt it an obligation to 
know the best methods of the present 
and the past as well as the tendencies 
of the future. They were men who 
could so classify their work that dis- 
putes were referred to principals of 
buildings where they belonged, and the 
compiling of records and statistics was 
given to clerks at a cheaper salary 
than the superintendent or deputy. 
They have been men who spent most 
of their time in the school-room watch- 
ing the work and helping the teachers, 
the better to enable ; 
effective work. 

At their meetings, 
teachers constantly looked forward, 
the superintendent worked with them, 
inspiring and educating them to the 
same high 
| 

ere are a. few thin which 

essential to either 
tendents. First of all he must be an 
honest man; one whose very word 
gives assurance of truthfulness; one 
whom everybody respects and thinks 
sincere. Next he should be a man of 
justice and fairness. He should be 
able to rise above pulls, personal in- 
fluences, prejudices and consider af- 
fairs on their own merits. Having 
once determined what is just and 
right he should have the courage to 
act upon that decision. He should 
have the interésts of the school at heart 
and not himself. Lastly he should 
have sympathy, tact and sense. 

In conclusion let me give it as my 
personal opinion that the Board of Kd- 
ucation must this June select the of- 
ficer upon whom a greater responsibil- 
ity rests than on any other official of 
the city. His is the responsibility of 
looking after the education of our 20,- 
000 children. Therefore I hope that the

SANTA MONICA. 
City Trastees Modify the Terms ot 
Saloon Licenses. 

SANTA MONICA, April 17.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Board of City Trustecs to- 
day in a measure modified its recent action 
raising the raté of saloon licenses from $300 
to $500 per year each by changing the terms 
on which the licenses may be paid. A peti- 
tion signed by nearly al! of the saloon men 
of the city asked that, in view of the in- 
creased license and the scarcity of money, 
the Trustees allow them to pay their licenses 
in installments, $250 on May 1 und $250 on 
August 1. Trustee Carillo moved to grant 
the petition, and the motion was adopted by 
the votes of Trustees Hostetter and Jones, 
the other two members being absent. Robert 
Eckert appeared and suggested that promis- 
sory notes for the second halves of the li- 
censes be received. It was decided to adopt 
the suggestion. 

A petition of George M. Heim for a whole- 
sale liquor license was granted, and petitions 
for saloon licenses Were granted as received 
from George M. Heim, Jesse Yoakum, E.

An ordinance prescribing in reference to 


the regulation of saloons was presented and

This 
provision shall not apply to bona-fide res- 
taurants. It is also provided that ‘‘no game

Lots shall be graded and seeded to grass at 
a uniform rate to be fixed by the Committee 
on Sewers and Sanitation, and will thereafter 
be taken care of, including irrigation and 
mowing, at the rate of $1 per month per lot 
or 50 cents per month per half lot or frac- 
tion thereof, except where the condition of 
the lot entails unusual labor. Provision is 
made for lots neglected by their owners. All 
materials employed for the enclosure and em- 
bellishment of the lots shall be introduced 
into the grounds under the Care and direction 
of the superintendent. Disinterments will not 
be permitted without permits from the Health 
Officer. The ordinance was laid over till next 
week, when it will probably be adopted.

SAN BERNARDINO, April 17. ~ {Regular 
Correspondence.}] The Supervisors took an 
important step today looking to the preserva- 
tion of game within the county boundaries.

The ordinance prohibits the ship- 
ment of valley or mountain quail, -or ducks, 
outside the county, for a pericd of two years: 
closes the deer season entirely for one year 
and limits the open season thereafter to two 
months; closes the trout season for one year 
and dates its opening thereafter from Mal 1, 
instead of April 1, as at present: limits the 
killing of gray squirrels’ to five for @ach 
hunter, and places a bounty of $10 on moun- 
tain lions.
